SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The book entitled Too Negative No. 10 contains explicit photographic images which 
focus upon various forms of sexual expression and medical and forensic photography 
in the form of photographic essays and individual plates which are also explicit. 

The Classification Office finds that the publication would be objectionable because it 
tend to promote and support the exploitation of young persons for sexual purposes, the 
use of urine in association with degrading conduct and sexual conduct and acts of 
torture and violence for the purpose of titillating the reader. However, consideration has 
been given to submissions made by the owner of the publication in which they state 
that they wish to retain the book for academic research to further their own artistic 
practice. The Classification Office considers that making the publication available to 
the owner is reasonable. Due to the nature of the material presented in the book and 
the intended use of it by the owner the restriction of the publication under section 14 of 
the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 is reasonable and justified. The Classification 
Office therefore classifies Too Negative No. 10 as:
